Disney's villains are 0 iconic and often just as 
compelling as the protagonists and heroes of 
their respective tales. Many would place Scar 
up toward the top of the pack. What draws you 
to him ae a character? 


Brown: Scar was s master manipulator with 
‘cunning like no other. Seeing him being in com- 
mand of a legion of hyenas is what sold it for 
‘made me laugh. Scar is living in semeone else's 
shadow and feels his destiny ie being taken 
away from him. That's somathing a lot of us can 
relate to. 


Fraley: Ho's just really cool. Definitely not his ac- 
tions, but his style and character design are just 
50 iconic. How could you not be drawn to him? 
“Be Prepared” was one of the first villain songs 
where I noticed “This guy is scarily into this 
Idea.” And by the end when he erunts into mad- 
ess, you're just all in, even though you know 
what's about to come next. 

Chuck, this story primarily runs parallel to the 
original film, starting with Simba already born, 
but Mufasa still in power over the Pride Lands. 
How were you able to develop and weave your 
and has to “proceed” as fans know it? 


Brown: The series takes place after Simba is 
born.and ands before kid Simba and Nala aro at- 
tacked by the hyenas.
